FIRST  REPORT 


OF  THE 

PENNSYLVANIA  FREE  LIBRARY  COMMISSION. 


To  His  Excellency,  William  A.  Stone,  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania: 

Sir:  The  Pennsylvania  Free  Library  Commission  begs  herewith 
to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  of  the  Commission  from 
its  establishment  in  1899  to  the  date  of  its  last  meeting,  Nov.  13, 

1902. 

The  act  creating  the  Free  Library  Commission  was  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  1899,  and  on  May  5,  duly  received  the  approval  of  the 
Governor.  It  is  as  follows: 

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a Free  Library  Commission,  and 
to  define  its  powers  and  duties. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
five  persons  who,  with  the  State  Librarian,  shall  constitute  a Free 
Library  Commission.  Two  of  the  members  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  be  appointed  for  a term  of  four  years,  and  three  of  the 
members  appointed  by  the  Governor  shall  be  appointed  for  a term 
of  five  years.  All  subsequent  appointments  shall  be  for  a term  of 
five  years  each,  except  the  appointments  to  fill  vacancies.  The 
Commission  shall  elect  a chairman.  The  State  Librarian  shall  be 
ex-officio  secretary  of  the  Commission. 

Section  2.  The  Commission  shall  give  advice  and  counsel  to  all 
free  libraries  in  the  State,  and  to  all  communities  which  may  propose 
to  establish  them,  as  to  the  best  means  of  establishing  and  admin- 
istering such  libraries,  the  selection  of  books,  cataloguing,  and 
other  details  of  library  management.  The  Commission  shall  have 
the  powers  of  general  supervision  and  inspection  and  the  right  of 
requiring  reports  which  is  vested  in  the  State  Librarian  by  section 
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five  of  the  act,  entitled  “An  act  for  the  establishment  of  free  libra- 
ries in  the  several  school  districts  of  the  Commonwealth,  except  in 
cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes,”  approved  the  twenty-eighth 
day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five.  The  Com- 
mission shall  also  establish  and  maintain  out  of  such  sums  as  shall 
come  into  their  hands  by  appropriation  or  otherwise,  a system  of 
traveling  libraries  as  far  as  possible  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  3.  No  member  of  the  Commission  shall  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  his  services  as  a member. 


ORGANIZATION. 


Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  following  gentlemen  were  ap- 
pointed by  your  Excellency,  to  serve  as  members  of  the  Commis- 
sion: Christopher  L.  Magee,  of  Pittsburg;  Henry  Belin,  Jr.,  of 

Scranton;  John  Thomson,  of  Philadelphia;  William  N.  Frew,  of 
Pittsburg;  William  M.  Stevenson,  of  Allegheny. 

The  Commission  organized  April  25,  1900,  by  the  election  of  the 
following  officers:  Chairman,  C.  L.  Magee;  Treasurer,  John  Thom- 
son; Secretary,  ex-officio,  Geo.  Edward  Reed.  On  the  decease  of 
C.  L.  Magee,  J.  G.  Rosengarten  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  for 
the  unexpired  term,  and  subsequently  chosen  as  Chairman  of  the 
Commission. 

Scope  of  the  Commission. 

Examination  of  the  act  creating  the  Commission  will  show  that 
under  its  provisions  the  scope  of  the  work  entrusted  to  its  care,  is 
both  wide  and  far-reaching,  embracing,  as  it  does,  (lj  the  giving  of 
advice  and  counsel  to  all  free  libraries  of  the  State  and  to  all  com- 
munities which  may  propose  to  establish  them,  as  to  the  best  means 
of  establishing  and  administering  such  libraries,  the  selection  of 
good  books,  cataloguing,  and  other  details  of  library  management; 
(2)  the  exercising  of  those  powers  of  general  supervision  and  in- 
spection, and  right  of  requiring  reports  heretofore  invested  in  the 
State  Librarian,  under  provision  of  the  Act  approved  the  28th  of 
June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  entitled  “An  act 
for  the  establishing  of  free  libraries  in  the  several  school  districts 
of  the  Commonwealth,  except  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second 
classes;”  and  (3).  to  establish  and  maintain  out  of  such  sums  as  may- 
come  into  their  hands  by  appropriation  or  otherwise,  a system  of 
traveling  libraries  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
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Realizing  that  under  the  man}'  confused  and  intricate  library 
laws  at  present  recorded  in  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  a 
great  service  might  be  rendered  to  communities  desiring  to  estab- 
lish libraries  by  the  passage  of  a general  library  law  under  the  pro- 
visions of  which  the  creation  of  libraries  would  be  made  both  simple 
and  feasible,  the  Commission  first  gave  its  attention  to  the  prepa- 
ration of  a general  library  law  which  was  eventually  introduced 
in  the  Legislature. 

In  that  body,  however,  it  encountered  great  and  unexpected  op- 
position, due  largely,  to  fear  of  interference  with  the  interests  of 
various  libraries  established  under  laws  already  existing — a fear 
which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission,  was  without  foundation, 
but  which,  nevertheless,  was  sufficiently  strong  to  defeat  the  bill  as 
originally  drafted. 

As  finally  passed  it  was  but  a shadow  of  its  former  self,  and  of  no 
particular  value.  This  law  together  with  others  passed  during  the 
session  of  the  same  Legislature  will  appear  in  the  Appendix  attached 
to  this  report.  Notwithstanding  the  failure  to  secure  a satisfactory 
general  library  law,  it  is,  nevertheless,  the  opinion  of  the  Commis- 
sion that  a great  service  would  be  rendered  the  Commonwealth  were 
there  to  be  a thorough  examination  of  the  many  library  laws  now 
upon  the  statute  books  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  subsequent 
enactment  of  a general  library  law,  by  virtue  of  which,  while  safe- 
guarding all  existing  library  interests,  legislation,  simple  in  char- 
acter, clear  in  statement  and  easy  of  operation,  might  be  secured 
for  the  facilitating  and  encouragement  of  library  interests  in  the 
many  towns  of  the  State  now  utterly  lacking  in  library  privileges. 

With  respect  to  the  giving  of  advice  and  counsel  to  communities 
desirous  of  establishing  libraries,  or  seeking  for  information  as  to 
library  management,  much  has  been  done  by  the  Secretary,  and  by 
individual  members  of  the  Commission. 

Much  more,  however,  can  be  done  when  the  ‘‘Handbook  of  Infor- 
mation Concerning  Library  Matters,”  contemplated  by  the  Commis- 
sion shall  have  been  compiled  and  published. 


TRAVELLING  LIBRARIES. 


Appointed  in  the  summer  of  1S99,  the  Commission  during  the  first 
two  years  of  its  existence,  was  able  to  do  but  little  in  the  creation 
and  development  of  travelling  libraries,  chiefly  because  no  appro- 
priation having  been  made,  it  had  no  funds  for  the  carrying  on  of  its 
work,  save  the  moneys  collected  from  private  sources.  A beginning, 
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however,  was  made.  Twenty-eight  hundred  dollars  were  raised 
through  subscriptions  from  prominent  men  in  the  State,  and  with 
this  sum  the  commission  began  its  work.  Thirty  libraries,  each  of 
fifty  carefully  selected  volumes,  were  developed  and  sent  out  upon 
their  useful  missions  in  communities  remote  from  centres  of  popu- 
lation, and  destitute  of  library  privileges.  Later,  from  the  Legis- 
lature of  1901,  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  per  year,  wes  secured. 
Since  this  appropriation  became  available  fifty  additional  libraries, 
similar  to  those  already  instituted,  were  ordered,  and  are  now,  or 
soon  will  be,  in  circulation  throughout  the  State.  In  these  80 
libraries  are  4,000  books,  a number  larger  by  far  than  can  be  found 
in  many  local  libraries  of  established  reputation. 

From  the  points  to  which  these  libraries  have  been  sent  most 
gratifying  reports  have  been  received.  Thousands  of  people  enjoy 
the  benefits  accruing  from  their  presence,  and  the  hope  of  the  Com- 
mission is  that,  in  many  of  these  hitherto  neglected  communities, 
permanent  libraries  will  be  established  to  gratify  the  taste  for  lit- 
erature engendered  by  the  temporary  jjresence  of  the  travelling 
library. 

Judging  from  the  number  of  applications  constantly  coming  to 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  the  number  of  libraries 
now  existing  must  be  trebled,  or  quadrupled,  in  the  near  future  if 
the  demands  of  the  people  are  to  be  met. 

In  this,  Pennsylvania  will  but  repeat  the  history  of  the  great 
states  in  which  traveling  libraries  have  had  their  greater  develop 
ment — notably  Michigan,  Ohio,  Wisconsin  and  New  York — several 
of  which  have,  respectively,  from  eight  to  nine  hundred  of  these 
libraries  in  constant  use.  The  general  belief,  wherever  they  have 
been  established,  is  that  not  only  do  they  constitute  a great  educa- 
tional force,  but  contribute  also,  in  most  important  ways  toward 
the  development  of  that  good  citizenship  ever  to  be  regarded  as  the 
chief  glory  of  a republican  commonwealth. 

It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  the  Legislature  of  1903  will  make 
a generous  appropriation  for  the  furtherance  of  this  effort  to  bring 
to  the  people  of  the  State  residing  in  sparsely  settled  country  school 
districts,  in  the  mining  towns,  and  in  the  manufacturing  centres,  the 
advantages  in  the  way  of  libraries  now  enjoyed  by  those  living  in 
places  where  libraries  exist,  and  access  to  books  is  possible. 

In  Ohio,  seven  hundred  similar  libraries  are  in  circulation.  In 
Wisconsin,  in  New  York,  as  many  more;  while  in  a number  of  States 
far  inferior  to  Pennsylvania  in  wealth  and  population,  the  system  of 
travelling  libraries  has  been  inaugurated. 

Our  conviction  is,  that  when  the  taxpayers  of  the  State  come  to 
understand  the  vast  importance  of  these  libraries  as  a means  of  gen- 
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eral  culture,  they  will  insist  that  appropriations  commensurate  with 
the  demand  shall  be  made. 

The  Commission  has  instructed  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  to 
present  to  the  next  Legislature  a request  for  an  appropriation  of  not 
less  than  twelve  thousand  dollars,  six  thousand  for  each  of  the  two 
years,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  travelling  library  work. 

As  thousands  of  hooks  must  be  purchased,  cases  for  the  same  con- 
structed, finding  lists  prepared,  and  the  expense  of  a Secretary  for 
the  conduct  of  the  work  provided  for,  it  is  clear  that  a smaller  ap- 
propriation would  be  entirely  insufficient.  The  sum  will  doubtless 
be  augmented  through  private  beneficence  of  citizens  of  the  State. 

The  State  Library  Building  has  been  selected  as  headquarters  for 
the  Commission,  and  the  State  Librarian  has  been  requested  to 
supervise  the  work  of  the  travelling  library  system. 

This,  however,  he  will  be  unable  to  do,  because  of  the  vast  amount 
of  additional  work  involved,  unless  the  Legislature  shall  provide  in 
its  appropriations  an  amount  sufficient  to  employ  persons  compe- 
tent for  the  task,  and  trained  in  the  details  of  library  work.

Future  of  Travelling  Library  Work. 

The  great  success  which  has  thus  far  attended  the  work  of  the 
Commission  is  the  highest  augury  of  its  future  enlargement,  pro- 
vided the  Legislature  of  the  State  shall  furnish  the  means  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  constantly  increasing  demands  for  libraries.  Judg- 
ing from  the  present  rate  of  progress,  the  Commission  should,  with- 
in two  years,  have  at  least  200  additional  libraries  in  the  field. 

Everywhere,  in  all  the  counties,  people  are  awakening  to  the  im- 
portance of  a work,  which,  while  yet  but  in  the  infancy  of  its  devel- 
opment, has  borne  fruitage  as  large  as  it  is  gratifying.  Every  town- 
ship in  the  State  destitute  of  library  privileges,  should  ultimately 
be  reached,  and  will  be,  if  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  through 
their  representatives  in  the  Legislature,  shall  measure  up  to  the 
greatness  of  the  opportunity. 

In  conclusion,  Sir,  the  Commission  begs  to  call  your  attention,  and 
the  attention  of  the  Legislature  and  the  people  of  the  State,  to  the 
itemized  reports  herewith  appended,  setting  forth,  in  detail,  the 
work  of  the  Commission,  together  with  various  other  matters  per- 
taining to  the  library  interests  of  the  Commonwealth.

Showing  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  the  Commission  from  the 
Date  of  its  Organization  to  November  13,  1902. 


[It  should  be  borne  in  mind  by  your  Excellency,  and  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature,  that  while  the  Free  Library  Commission  was 
created  in  1899,  the  Legislature  of  that  session  made  no  appropria- 
tion towards  the  cost  of  establishing  and  maintaining  travelling 
libraries.  It,  therefore,  became  necessary  for  the  commissioners, 
themselves,  to  raise  moneys  from  personal  friends,  and  parties  in- 
terested in  the  travelling  library  movement,  in  order  to  begin  the 
work.  From  these  private  sources,  as  mentioned  in  a preceding  por- 
tion of  this  Report,  the  sum  of  twenty-eight  hundred  dollars 
($2,800.00)  was  realized.  The  sums  of  three  thousand  dollars 
($3,000.00)  for  maintenance  and  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  for 
miscellaneous  expenses  were  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  of  1901. 

It  is  both  remarkable  and  gratifying  that  from  the  small  sums  in 
the  hands  of  the  Commission  for  its  important  work,  such  large 
results  have  been  secured. — Editor.]

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


Travelling  Libraries. 


GENERAL  RULES. 

On  satisfactory  guarantee  that  all  rules  of  the  Pennsylvania  Li- 
brary Commission  will  be  complied  with,  travelling  libraries  may  be 
lent  to: 

Any  community  without  a free  public  library  on  application  of 
twelve  (12)  resident  taxpayers.  The  applicants  also  agree  that  as 
soon  as  public  interest  will  warrant  such  action,  they  will  take  steps 
to  establish  a free  public  library.  A responsible  owner  of  real  es- 
tate, acting  as  trustee,  must  become  personally  responsible  for  loss 
or  injury  beyond  reasonable  wear.  The  trustee  shall  appoint  a 
suitable  person  to  be  librarian. 

Fee.  A fee  of  $2.00  for  each  50  volumes  shall  be  paid  in  advance 
for  suitable  cases,  printed  catalogues,  necessary  blanks  and  records, 
and  express  both  ways. 

INJURIES.  Such  precaution  shall  be  taken  in  packing  as  to 
guard  effectively  against  injury  in  transportation. 

Notes,  corrections  of  the  text  or  marks  of  any  kind  on  travelling 
library  books  are  unconditionally  forbidden.  Borrowing  trustees 
will  be  held  responsible  for  all  losses  or  injuries  beyond  reasonable 
wear,  however  caused. 

REASONABLE  WEAR.  Books  are  not  considered  injured 
“beyond  reasonable  wear’’  when  binding  or  leaves  are  loose,  worn  or 
soiled  by  use;  but  books  returned  after  having  been  wet,  torn, 
gnawed,  marked  with  pen  or  pencil,  daubed  with  paint  or  sticky  sub- 
stances, with  book  plates  or  pockets  marked  or  torn,  or  with  leaves 
or  illustrations  missing  are  considered  injured  beyond  reasonable 
wear,  and  the  trustee  must  either  pay  the  damages  assessed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commission  or  buy  the  book  at  two-thirds  the  list 
price.  Books  with  loose  leaves  should  be  repaired  or  returned  to 
the  Secretary  at  once  for  rebinding.  Fresh  labels  for  the  backs  of 
the  books  will  be  supplied  on  application  and  none  but  those  sup- 
plied by  the  commission  may  be  placed  on  travelling  library  books. 

RETURN.  The  travelling  library  shall  not  be  kept  longer  than 
six  months  after  its  reception,  except  by  special  permisson,  when  an 
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additional  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  two  months  or  fraction  shall  be  paid. 
Another  library  will  be  sent  on  the  same  terms  and  these  exchanges 
may  continue  as  long  as  rules  of  the  Commission  are  observed. 

THE  LIBRARIAN  shall  care  for  the  books  while  under  his  or  her 
control,  circulate  them  in  accordance  with  rules  of  the  Commission 
and  make  required  reports  respecting  their  use. 

NO  CHARGE  may  be  made  for  the  use  of  books. 

KINDS  OF  LIBRARIES.  Carefully  selected  libraries  of  50  vol- 
umes are  prepared  for  general  reading,  twenty-five  (25)  of  which  are 
selections  from  the  best  juvenile  literature.  New  libraries  are  made 
up  at  frequent  intervals. 

These  libraries  are  lent  as  a whole,  selections  from  different  sets 
being  impracticable.  In  selecting,  borrowers  should  indicate  sev- 
eral libraries  in  order  of  preference,  in  case  the  first  choice  should 
not  be  available. 


Rules  for  Circulation. 

PLACE  AND  TIME.  The  library  shall  be  kept  at  a convenient 
place  and  be  open  for  delivering  and  returning  books  at  such  times 
as  the  trustee  in  charge  shall  direct,  but  not  less  than  one  hour  on 
each  of  two  days  in  each  week,  of  which  due  public  notice  shall  be 
given. 

READERS.  After  signing  the  agreement  any  resident  of  the  lo- 
cality over  10  years  of  age  may  draw  books  as  long  as  he  complies 
with  the  rules.

Persons  less  than  10  years  of  age,  or  residing  outside  the  locality 
to  which  the  library  is  lent,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privileges 
when  their  agreements  are  indorsed  by  the  trustee.  In  agreements 
of  those  under  10  the  actual  age  must  be  written  instead  of  the 
figures  10  in  the  printed  form. 
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BOOKS.  One  volume  may  be  drawn  by  each  reader  and  kept  two 
weeks. 

FINES.  A fine  of  one  cent  a day,  including  Sundays  and  legal 
holidays  shall  be  paid  for  each  book  kept  over  time,  and  any  money 
thus  received  shall  be  used  under  the  direction  of  the  trustees  for 
library  expenses.  No  book  shall  be  lent  to  any  one  to  whom  a book 
or  an  unpaid  fine  is  charged. 

RESERVES.  A reader,  wishing  a book  not  at  the  time  on  the 
shelves  may  have  it  reserved  for  him  as  hereinafter  provided  by 
giving  notice  in  writing  to  the  Librarian. 

RENEWAL.  A reader  returning  a book  which  is  not  reserved 
may  renew  it  for  two  weeks. 

INJURIES.  Notes,  corrections  of  the  text  or  marks  of  any  kind 
on  books  belonging  to  the  Commission  are  unconditionally  forbid- 
den; and  all  losses  or  injuries  beyond  reasonable  wear,  however 
caused,  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  trustees 
by  the  person  to  whom  the  book  is  charged. 

LIBRARIAN’S  RECEIPT.  On  receipt  of  a travelling  library, 
the  Librarian  shall  sign  the  following  receipt  form:

Shipment  Directions. 

EXPRESS  CHARGES.  All  express  charges,  but  no  local  cart- 
age, are  paid  by  the  Pennsylvania  Free  Library  Commission.  When 
express  is  not  fully  prepaid  the  amount  will  be  refunded  if  the  re- 
ceiped  bill  is  sent  to  the  Pennsylvania  Free  Library  Commission. 
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UNPACKING.  Unscrew  the  box  cover,  but  not  the  cross  pieces. 
Be  careful  not  to  mar  the  book  cases.  The  keys  are  in  an  envelope 
in  the  catalogue  case.  Store  boxes,  covers,  and  screws,  in  a safe, 
dry  place.  Package  labels  for  return  will  be  sent  before  the  expi- 
ration of  the  allotted  six  months. 

Mail  receipt  card  promptly  after  comparing  items  mentioned  with 
contents  of  boxes. 

RETURNING.  Compare  books  to  be  returned  with  list  sent,  ex- 
amining them  as  to  lost  leaves  or  defacements.  Book  cards  but  not 
reader’s  cards  should  be  returned.  Pack  books  and  charging  tray 
in  the  case  in  which  both  were  sent.  Keys  for  cases  and  tray  should 
be  placed  in  an  envelope  in  catalogue  case. 

Each  box  should  be  labeled  as  to  contents  and  sender,  and  shipped 
by  express. 

When  another  library  is  desired,  retain  the  packing  case,  book 
case,  charging  tray  and  keys.  Return  only  the  books,  carefully 
packed  in  a strong  box. 


DIRECTIONS  TO  LIBRARIAN. 


SHELF  ARRANGEMENT.  Arrange  books  on  shelves  in  order  of 
book  numbers  on  backs. 

READERS’  CARDS.  See  that  readers’  cards  are  properly  signed 
and  if  necessary  endorsed.  If  readers  are  under  10  years,  cross  out 
10  and  write  actual  age.  Fill  out  in  ink  all  other  items  indicated 
on  face  of  card;  surname  of  reader,  given  name,  number,  residence, 
and  date. 

Alphabet  these  cards  in  the  tray  by  surnames. 

A numerical  register  of  readers  is  useful  in  assigning  consecutive 
numbers  to  avoid  repeating  a number. 

BOOK  CARDS.  Each  book  has  a book  card  with  book  number, 
author  and  title  written  plainly  at  the  top.  Keep  this,  when  not 
in  use,  in  its  pocket  inside  the  book  cover. 

Keep  together  in  the  tray  arranged  by  book  numbers  all  book  cards 
belonging  to  books  in  circulation. 

CHARGING.  When  a book  is  given  out,  enter  in  the  proper 
columns  on  the  book  card,  date  of  delivery  and  borrower’s  name  or 
number  and  place  the  card  in  the  tray. 

Write  on  the  reader’s  card  date  and  number  of  book  borrowed  and 
return  it  to  the  file.  The  number  is  in  all  cases  on  the  back  of  the 
book  and  also  on  the  book  plate  and  book  card.

If  two  or  more  libraries  are  in  use  at  one  time,  write  on  the  book 
card  both  library  and  book  number:  e.  g.,  11-5  or  12-15. 

Do  not  skip  any  spaces  or  lines.  When  the  face  of  a card  is  full, 
use  the  back.  Use  the  card  found  in  the  book  pocket  till  it  is  full, 
then  make  a new  book  card,  numbering  it  card  2.”  Preserve  and  re- 
turn “card  1”  for  statistics. 

DATES.  Use  the  following  method  of  dating  and  abbreviations 
for  months: 

Ja,  F,  Mr,  Ap,  My,  Je,  Jl,  Ag,  S,  O,  N,  D,  e.  g:  21  Jl:.  28  Ja.  The 
year  should  be  written  at  head  of  column. 

DISCHARGING.  When  a book  is  returned,  take  its  book  card 
from  the  tray,  and  replace  it  in  the  book.  Write  date  of  return 
on  the  reader’s  card  and  return  it  to  the  file. 

RENEWAL.  To  renew  a book,  enter  its  return  and  then  charge 
exactly  as  if  drawn  for  the  first  time. 

RESERVES.  To  reserve  a book,  write  (in  pencil)  on  its  card,  in 
the  space  for  the  next  borrower,  the  name  of  the  reader  asking  the 
reserve  and  return  the  card  to  the  tray.  When  the  book  is  returned, 
notify  immediately  the  person  for  whom  it  is  reserved  and  keep  the 
book  for  him  till  the  close  of  the  first  library  day  ending  not  less 
than  48  hours  after  dispatch  of  the  notice  by  the  librarian.  If  not 
called  for  within  the  time  specified,  erase  the  name  and  return  the 
card  to  the  book. 

OVERDUE  BOOKS.  At  least  once  a week  examine  readers’  cards 
for  overdue  books  and  promptly  notify  any  one  more  than  a week  in 
arrears,  collecting  the  fine  on  return  of  the  book.  Do  not  lend  a book 
to  any  one  having  a fine  unpaid. 

REPORTS.  Carefully  keep  and  return  all  book  cards  to  the  Secre- 
tary, Pennsylvania  Free  Library  Commission,  State  Library,  Harris- 
burg, Pa. 

If  a new  supply  of  cards  is  needed,  send  for  them  promptly. 
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APPLICATION  FORMS. 


In  order  to  obtain  a travelling  library,  an  application  must  be 
signed  by  twelve  (12)  resident  taxpayers,  and  agreements  signed  by 
a Trustee  and  a Librarian.

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No.  I.— GENERAL  LIBRARY  LAW  PREPARED  BY 
THE  FREE  LIBRARY  COMMISSION  OF  PENN- 
SYLYANIA  AND  PASSED  BY  THE  LEGISLA- 
TURE OF  1901. 


AN  ACT 

For  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  public  libraries  in  cities  of 

the  second  and  third  class  and  in  boroughs;  approved  June  17, 

1901. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  councils  may  submit  to  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  cities  of  the  second  and  third  class  and  bor- 
oughs, at  the  election  to  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  February 
in  each  year,  the  question  of  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
a public  library  in  such  municipality,  and  must  submit  the  ques- 
tion, if  petitioned  for  by  at  least  three  per  centum  of  the  voters 
registered  at  the  last  annual  election.  At  said  first  mentioned  elec- 
tion the  question  of  establishing  said  public  library  and  the  rate  of 
the  annual  tax,  not  exceeding  two  mills  on  the  dollar  on  all  the 
taxable  property  in  the  municipality,  shall  be  submitted  and  voted 
upon.  A majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  the  question  shall  decide. 

Section  2.  The  rate  of  tax  so  voted  shall  be  an  annual  tax  rate 
until  another  popular  vote  is  taken  changing  the  same.  The  tax 
shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  like  manner  with  the  other  taxes  in 
the  municipality,  and  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes,  and 
shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  that  of  establishing  and 
maintaining  a public  library.  The  money  so  raised  shall  be  under 
the  exclusive  control  of  a board  of  library  directors  appointed  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Section  3.  If  five  per  centum  of  the  registered  voters  of  any  muni- 
cipality shall  petition  councils  to  submit  the  question  of  creating  a 
bonded  indebtedness,  for  purchasing  ground  and  erecting  buildings 
for  public  library  purposes,  councils  must  submit  the  question  to  be 
voted  upon  at  the  next  annual  election,  in  the  same  manner  as  here- 
inbefore provided. 

Section  4.  The  affairs  of  a public  library  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  a board  of  directors,  of  not  less  than  five  or  more 
than  nine,  as  determined  by  councils.  They  shall  be  appointed  from 
the  citizens  at  large  by  the  mayor  or  burgess  and  confirmed  by  coun- 
cils. The  first  appointees  shall  be  appointed,  one-third  for  one  year, 
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one-third  for  two  years,  and  one-third  for  three  years.  The  mayor 
and  superintendent  of  schools  of  the  municipality  shall  be  ex-officio 
members  of  the  board.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  members  of  the 
board  appointed  by  the  mayor  or  burgess  shall  be  for  three  years 
The  board  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  a president  and  treas- 
urer from  its  membership,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  the 
board  may  deem  necessary.  The  treasurer  shall  be  required  to  give 
bonds. 

Section  5.  Every  library  or  reading  room  established  under  this  act 
shall  be  forever  free  to  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  municipality 
or  borough  where  located,  always  subject  to  such  reasonable  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  Board,  having  the  library  in  charge,  may  adopt 
in  order  to  render  the  use  of  said  library  and  reading  room  of  the 
greatest  benefit  to  the  greatest  number,  and  said  board  may  exclude 
from  the  use  of  said  library  and  reading  room  any  and  all  persons 
who  shall  wilfully  violate  such  rules.  And  said  board  may  extend 
the  privileges  and  use  of  such  library  and  reading  room  to  persons 
residing  outside  of  such  municipality  or  borough,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  said  board  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  its  regula- 
tions prescribe. 

Section  6.  Said  board  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  councils 
of  such  municipality  or  borough,  covering  the  fiscal  year  of  such 
municipality  or  borough;  stating  the  condition  of  the  library  and  of 
the  branch  or  branches,  if  any;  the  various  sums  of  money  received 
from  the  library  tax  and  from  other  sources;  and  how  such  moneys 
have  been  expended,  and  for  what  purposes;  the  number  of  books  and 
periodicals  on  hand;  the  number  added  by  purchase,  gift  or  other 
wise  during  the  year;  the  number  of  registered  readers,  the  number 
of  books  loaned  out,  and  the  general  character  and  kind  of  such 
books;  with  such  other  statistics,  information  and  suggestion  as  they 
may  deem  of  general  interest. 

Section  7.  The  councils  of  said  municipality  and  boroughs  have 
power  to  pass  ordinances  imposing  suitable  penalties  for  the  pun- 
ishment of  persons  committing  injury  to  such  library,  or  to  the 
grounds  or  other  property  thereof,  or  for  injuring  or  failing  to  re- 
turn, at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  rules  of  said 
library,  any  books  belonging  to  the  same. 

Section  8.  Any  person  desiring  to  make  donations  of  books,  money 
personal  property  or  real  estate  for  the  benefit  of  such  library,  shall 
have  the  right  to  vest'  the  title  to  such  books,  money  or  real  estate, 
so'  donated,  in  the  board  duly  constituted  for  the  management  of 
such  library;  to  be  held  and  controlled  by  such  board,  when  accepted, 
according  to  the  terms  of  the  deed,  gift,  devise  or  bequest  of  such 
property,  and  as  to  such  property  the  board  shall  be  held  and  con- 
sidered to  be  trustees. 
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Section  9.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  city  or  borough  wherein 
a free  library  has  been  heretofore  established,  nor  shall  it  in  any 
way  affect  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Assembly,  approved  June 
twenty-eight,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  entitled 
"‘An  act  for  the  establishment  of  free  public  libraries  in  the  several 
school  districts  of  the  Commonwealth,  except  in  cities  of  the  first 
and  second  class,”  or  the  various  supplements  thereto;  nor  shall  it  in 
any  way  affect  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Assembly,  approved  May 
twenty-secoud,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  entitled  “Au 
act  to  authorize  the  co-operation  of  cities  of  the  third  class,  school 
districts  thereof  and  incorporated  library  associations  therein,  for 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  free  public  libraries.” 


AN  ACT 

II.  To  authorize  the  co  operation  of  cities  of  the  third  class,  school 
districts  thereof,  and  incorporated  library  associations  therein,  for 
the  erection  and  maintenance  of  free  public  libraries;  approved 
May  22,  1901. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  in  any  case  wherever  in  any  city 
of  the  third  class  a free,  non-sectarian  public  library  now  exists,  or 
is  in  the  course  of  erection,  or  shall  hereafter  be  established,  under 
the  form  of  an  agreement  between  the  controllers  of  the  school  dis- 
trict of  such  city  and  any  incorporated  library  association  therein, 
upon  terms  as  to  control  and  management  whereby  the  said  school 
district  and  association  have  equal  representation,  such  agreement 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  lawful,  and  shall  be  deemed  a valid  exercise 
of  the  respective  rights  and  obligations  of  such  district  and  incor- 
porated association  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a pub- 
lic library:  Provided,  however,  The  said  agreement,  by  its  terms, 
shall  require  the  appropriation  of  no  money  on  the  part  of  the  dis- 
trict iu  excess  of  the  revenue  derived  by  the  existing  law  from  the 
authorized  levy  of  one  mill  on  each  dollar  of  valuation  for  library  pur- 
poses: And  further  provided,  The  said  agreement  by  its  terms  shall 

require  the  said  association  to  convert  its  entire  property,  or  the 
income  derived  therefrom,  to  the  uses  of  the  library  so  established. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  such  city  to  dedicate,  for  the 
uses  of  said  library,  such  real  estate  as  may  be  suitable  therefor;  and 
to  bind  itself  by  ordinance  guaranteeing  that  such  library  will  be 
maintained  under  such  agreement,  at  an  annual  expenditure  not  ex- 
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ceeding  tlie  amount  derived  from  the  library  tax  of  said  school  dis- 
trict, at  the  authorized  rate  of  one  mill  on  each  dollar  of  valuation. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  school  controllers  of  such 
school  districts  to  appropriate,  under  such  agreement,  the  entire 
amount  realized  from  the  levy  of  the  said  library  tax,  now  authorized 
by  law,  to  the  maintenance  of  the  library  so  established,  as  aforesaid, 
and  to  the  purchase  of  books  therefor,  and  to  direct  the  monthly 
payment  of  the  revenue  so  derived,  by  the  treasurer  of  said  school 
district,  into  the  treasury  of  said  library. 

Section  4.  The  representatives  of  the  corporate  bodies,  aforesaid, 
appointed  to  conduct  the  control  and  management  of  such  library, 
shall  under  the  name  and  title  of  “managers  of  library,”  be  a body 
politic  and  corporate  and  shall  manage  and  direct  the  affairs  of  said 
library,  and  make  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  They 
shall  have  the  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  have  succession,  to  adopt 
a common  seal;  and  to  receive,  hold,  dispose  of  and  convey,  all  real 
and  personal  property  purchased  by,  or  conveyed  to  them  by  gift, 
divise  or  otherwise,  in  trust  for  the  use  of  said  institution,  and 
shall  serve  without  compensation : Provided,  The  secretary  and  treas- 
urer is  elected  from  the  number  of  said  managers,  shall  receive  such 
salary  or  compensation  for  their  actual  services  as  shall  be  affixed 
to  said  offices  respectively,  by  said  managers. 

Section  5.  The  said  managers  shall  annually  report  in  writing,  to 
the  board  of  school  controllers  of  the  district  and  to  the  directors 
of  said  association,  respectively,  an  account  of  the  expenditure  of 
the  moneys  so  received,  as  aforesaid,  under  oath  of  the  said  mana- 
gers or  their  secretary  or  treasurer,  and  such  account  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  auditors  by  whom  the  accounts  of  the 
school  controllers  are  audited,  in  like  manner  as  their  accounts. 

Section  6.  Any  agreement,  ordinance,  dedication  or  organization 
to  the  end  hereof,  which  shall  have  been  heretofore  concluded  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  valid  and  effectual  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  7.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  here- 
by repealed. 


AN  ACT 

III.  Authorizing  borough  councils  or  school  boards  of  this  Common- 
wealth to  purchase,  acquire,  take,  use  and  appropriate  private  pro- 
perty for  public  library  purposes,  and  providing  the  manner  in 
which  damages  sustained  thereby  shall  be  assessed  and  collected. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for,  and  the 
right  is  hereby  conferred  upon  borough  councils  and  also  on  school 
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boards  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  purchase,  acquire,  enter  upon,  take, 
use  and  appropriate  private  property  for  the  purpose  of  using,  en- 
larging or  extending  grounds  now  used  or  which  shall  hereafter  be 
used  for  public  library  purposes,  within  the  corporate  limits  thereof, 
by  ordinance  or  resolution  as  may  be  determined  thereon. 

Section  2.  Whenever  any  borough  council  or  school  board,  in  the 
exercise  of  the  right  so  conferred,  has  acquired,  taken,  used,  or  ap- 
propriated, or  shall  hereafter  acquire,  take,  use,  and  appropriate 
private  property  for  public  library  purposes,  and  said  borough  coun- 
cil or  school  board  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  thereof, 
lessee  or  lessees  of  such  private  property,  upon  the  compensation 
for  the  property  and  damages  done,  or  when  by  reason  of  the  absence 
or  legal  incapacity  of  any  such  owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees, 
no  such  compensation  can  be  agree  upon;  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  proper  county,  or  any  judge  thereof  in  vacation,  on  application 
thereto  by  petition  by  said  borough  council  or  school  board,  or  such 
owner,  lessee,  or  any  person  interested,  shall  appoint  three  discreet, 
disinterested  citizens  of  said  county  as  viewers,  to  view  and  ascer- 
tain the  damages  done  by  reason  of  such  taking,  use,  appropriation, 
occupancy  or  injury,  and  shall  appoint  a time,  not  less  than  twenty 
nor  more  than  sixty  days  thereafter,  for  said  viewers  to  meet  at  or 
upon  the  premises  where  the  damages  are  alleged  to  be  sustained  or 
• the  property  taken,  of  which  time  and  place  ten  days  notice  shall  be 
given  by  the  petitioner  to  said  viewers  and  all  parties  interested  by 
personal  service,  when  such  service  can  be  obtained,  otherwise  by 
public  notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers,  or  by  handbills  posted  on 
the  premises,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  said  court  may  direct. 

Section  3.  And  the  viewers,  or  any  two  of  them,  having  been  duly 
sworn  or  affirmed,  faithfully,  justly  and  impartially  to  decide  and 
a true  report  make  concerning  all  matters  and  things  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  them,  and  in  relation  to  which  they  are  authorized  to  en- 
quire into  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  having- 
viewed  the  premises  or  examined  the  property,  shall  estimate  and' 
determine  the  quantity,  quality,  and  value  of  the  land  or  pro- 
perty so  entered  upon,  used,  appropriated  or  injured,  as  the  case  may 
be;  and  having  a due  regard  to,  and  making- a just  allowance  for, 
the  advantages  which  may  have  resulted  or  which  may  seem  likely 
to  result  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land  or  property,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  taking,  enlarging  or  extending  of  such  public  library 
grounds,  and  having  made  a fair  and  just  comparison  of  said  disad- 
vantages and  advantages  to  which  the  owner  or  owners  may  receive 
to  any  property,  they  shall  estimate  and  determine  whether  any,  had 
if  any  what  amount  of  damages  has  been  or  may  be  sustained,  and  to 
whom  payable,  and  make  report  thereof  to  said  court.  If  any  dam- 
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ages  be  awarded,  and  the  report  of  said  viewers  be  confirmed  by 
said  court,  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon;  and  if  the  amount 
thereof  be  not  paid  within  sixty  days  after  the  entry  of  such  judg- 
ment, then  judgment  shall  be  collected  by  due  legal  process,  as  other 
judgments  are  collected  from  borough  councils  or  school  boards. 

Section  4.  Upon  the  report  of  said  viewers  or  any  two  of  them,  any 
party  interested  may,  within  twenty  days  thereafter,  file  an  appeal 
from  said  report  to  said  court,  in  writing,  and  accompanied  with  an 
affidavit  that  the  same  is  not  taken  for  the  purpose  of  delay,  but 
because  the  affiant  firmly  believes  that  injustice  has  been  done;  and 
after  such  appeal,  either  party  may  put  the  cause  at  issue,  in  the  form 
directed  by  said  court,  and  the  same  shall  be  tried  by  said  court  and  a 
jury,  and  after  final  judgment,  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  Su- 
perior or  Supreme  Court,  under  the  provisions  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  other  cases. 

The  said  court  of  common  pleas  shall  have  the  power  to  order  what 
notices  shall  be  given  in  connection  with  any  of  the  proceedings,  and 
may  make  all  such  orders  as  it  may  deem  requisite. 

The  costs  incurred  in  the  proceedings  shall  be  defrayed  by  said 
borough  council  or  school  board;  and  each  of  the  viewers  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  a sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars  per  day;  or  such 
compensation  as  the  said  court  shall  decide  upon,  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  per  day,  for  every  day  necessarily  employed  in  the  perform 
ance  of  their  duties. 

Section  5.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith,  general, 
special  or  local,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


A FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  “An  act  for  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  the  several  school  districts  of  this  Commonwealth, 
except  in  cities  of  first  and  second  class,”  approved  the  twenty- 
eighth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-five;  authorizing  the  school  directors,  boards,  or  organiza- 
tions having  control  of  the  common  schools  of  any  district,  to  divide 
and  distribute  public  libraries  among  the  schools  of  the  district; 
approved  May  11,  1901. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  See.,  That  in  addition  to  the  authority 
now  vested  in  any  board  of  school  directors  to  establish  one  central 
library,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a supplement, 
the  school  directors,  board,  or  organization  having  control  of  the

common  schools  of  any  district,  may,  at  their  option,  divide  and  dis- 
tribute among  the  various  schools  of  the  district  any  library  which 
has  been  or  which  shall  be  hereafter  established  in  any  school  dis- 
trict under  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  act,  in  such  manner  and 
subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  seem  wise  and  proper  to  the 
school  directors,  board,  or  organization  having  control  of  the  district 
in  which  said  library  is  established. 
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STATUS  OF  TRAVELLING  LIBRARIES  IN  THE 

UNITED  STATES. 


[The  following  article  showing  the  present  status  of  travelling 
libraries  in  the  United  States,  taken  from  the  Baltimore  News,  Balti- 
more, Md.,  issue  of  August  30,  1902,  is  herewith  inserted  as  being  a 
fairly  authentic  record  of  travelling  library  work  in  this  country,  and 
is  published  by  reason  of  the  valuable  information  therein  contained. 
— Editor.] 

In  the  United  States  the  travelling  library  is  fast  being  recognized 
as  among  the  most  important  educational  agencies.  To  the  public 
school  education,  at  one  stage,  it  affords  a powerful  auxiliary;  at 
another,  a valuable  supplement.  Teachers  strive  to  inculcate  in  the 
children  a taste,  a desire,  for  reading  good  books,  and  often,  when  by 
arduous  effort,  such  taste  and  desire  have  been  inculcated,  the  teacher 
finds  herself  utterly  unable  to  supply  the  yearning  children  with  the 
intellectual  pabulum  she  has  led  them  to  crave.  The  travelling  li- 
brary meets  this  need.  When  the  country  boy  and  girl  leave  the  dis- 
trict school  they  carry  with  them  a desire  for  reading;  their  interest 
in  the  world's  concerns  has  been  aroused;  their  curiosity  in  scientific 
research  has  been  stimulated;  questions  of  economics,  of  politics,  of 
finance,  of  sociology,  of  history,  of  philology,  of  literature,  attract 
them.  Their  homes  are  remote  from  the  cities  where  the  great  pub- 
lic libraries  so  munificently  supply  the  needs  of  the  people.  Their 
means  will  not  permit  the  purchase  of  any  considerable  number  of 
books.  To  them  and  to  their  parents  the  travelling  library  comes 
as  a veritable  benefactor.  Not  only  does  it  extend  and  broaden  the 
knowledge  of  the  school  room,  but  it  keeps  them  apace  with  the 
constant  changes  and  movement  in  the  world’s  progress.  The  Amer- 
ican Bepublic  demands  an  enlightened  constituency,  its  broad  gov- 
ernmental basis  requires  common  sense,  to  be  sure,  but  common 
sense  enlarged  and  elevated  by  reading  and  study;  its  vital  breath 
is  freedom,  but  it  should  be  a freedom  born  of  breadth  of  vision, 
rather  than  unmeaning  phraseology.  Thus  we  find  that  the  majority 
of  our  most  progressive  Commonwealths  have  inaugurated  systems 
of  traveling  libraries.  In  every  case  their  influence  has  worked  for 
good,  and  the  law-makers  have  been  convinced  that  in  thus  making- 
good  books  accessible  to  the  people  they  are  making  a wise  and  fruit- 
ful expenditure  of  the  people's  money. 
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Travelling  libraries  may  be  said  to  have  bad  their  origin  in  Scot- 
land, about  1810,  when  religious  tracts  were  extensively  circulated. 
Five  years  later  these  collections  were  augmented  by  books  on 
science  and  literature,  and  under  the  name  of  itinerant  libraries  were 
loaned  to  villages  and  towns.  In  the  course  of  a decade  10  such  li- 
braries, each  containing  about  50  volumes,  were  circulated  at  15 
“stations,”  supplying  more  than  TOO  readers.  The  system  gradually 
extended  throughout  Scotland,  and  a suggestion  of  it  was,  perhaps, 
evident  in  the  plan  for  itinerating  libraries,  advocated  as  early  as 
1831,  by  the  managers  of  the  American  Lyceum.  Seventeen  years 
later  the  American  Seaman’s  Friend  Society  began  to  exchange 
libraries  among  American  ships,  naval  hospitals  and  life-saving  sta- 
tions. In  1869  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  arranged  a library 
for  its  employees,  thereby  introducing  a system  which  has  been  ex- 
tensively adopted  by  railroads,  express  companies  and  other  corpo- 
rations. Australia,  however,  seems  to  have  furnished  the  first  trav- 
elling libraries  equipped  and  manipulated  according  to  modern  ideas. 
This  plan,  formulated  in  1860,  is  still  in  use  in  Australia. 

As  early  as  1835  New  York  established  libraries  in  its  district 
schools,  an  example  which  was  speedily  followed  by  several  other 
States.  Time  proved  this  plan  unsatisfactory;  sometimes  the  books 
were  injudiciously  selected  and  failed  to  interest  the  children  for 
whom  they  were  intended;  when  appropriately  selected,  they  were 
read  by  the  diligent  students,  in  the  course  of  a year,  and  as  there 
was  no  system  of  exchange,  the  reading  habit  and  the  books  fell  into 
desuetude. 

For  Dr.  Melvil  Dewey,  State  Librarian  of  New  York,  was  reserved 
the  distinction  of  formulating  a system  of  travelling  libraries,  so 
practical  and  so  effective  as  to  secure  its  adoption  in  his  own  state, 
and  to  furnish  other  states  a model  upon  which  to  base  similar  work. 
In  February,  1893,  the  first  travelling  library  started  in  the  state  of 
New  York.  In  eight  mouths  24  such  libraries  were  circulating,  and 
the  second  year  the  number  increased  to  more  than  100.  The  demand 
for  such  libraries  has  continued  to  grow  until  the  Empire  State  is 
fairly  girdled  and  permeated  by  well-selected  books,  which  drew 
their  clientele  from  all  classes  of  readers — the  farmer,  the  housewife, 
the  invalid,  the  mechanic,  the  student,  the  professional  man.  Adap- 
tation has  been  the  chief  principle  of  selection;  the  personnel  of  a 
community  determines  the  character  of  the  books  sent  to  that  com- 
munity. 

In  1895,  through  the  energy  and  persistence  of  the  State  Librarian, 
Mrs.  Mary  C.  Spencer,  the  Michigan  Legislature  appropriated  $2,500 
annually  for  the  support  of  travelling  libraries,  thus  gaining  the 
honor  of  holding  second  place  in  this  march  of  knowledge.  This  ap- 
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propriation  was  increased  from  time  to  time  until  1901,  when  it 
reached  $5,000. 

Iowa  was  the  third  state  to  file  into  line.  In  189G  the  Legislature 
of  that  State  authorized  the  expenditure  of  $4,000  for  the  establish- 
ment and  continuance  of  a system  of  travelling  libraries.  Three 
years  later  a State  Library  Commission  was  created,  and  $2,000 
yearly  was  appropriated  for  expenses. 

The  Ohio  Legislature,  in  1896,  placed  the  State  Library  under  the 
control  of  a commission,  and,  as  a result,  extensive  work  was  soon 
begun,  thus  rendering  the  library  accessible  to  all  citizens  of  the 
state  by  lending  and  sending  books  under  certain  well-defined  condi- 
tions. The  next  step  was  easy;  the  benefits  derived  from  the  exten- 
sion work  were  so  obvious  that  the  Legislature,  two  years  later,  was 
induced  to  appropriate  $4,000  for  a regular  system  of  travelling  libra- 
ries; this  appropriation  has  been  continued  from  year  to  year.  In 
that  state  women’s  clubs  were  the  first  class  of  citizens  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  extension  libraries,  and  were  largely  influential  in  se- 
curing the  state  appropriation. 

In  Wisconsin  travelling  libraries  had  their  beginning  in  the  philan- 
thropic efforts  of  Senator  -J.  H.  Stout,  who,  in  1896,  equipped  and  cir- 
culated 36  libraries  in  Dunn  county.  This  county,  situated  in  the 
northeastern  part  of  Wisconsin,  has  been  settled  almost  within  the 
last  30  years  by  American  farmers,  with  a considerable  infilteration 
of  Germans  and  Norwegians.  Mr.  Stout’s  sympathies  were  strongly 
aroused  by  the  severe  physical  condition  amid  which  these  people 
lived — rugged  roads,  poor  transportation,  remoteness  from  towns, 
hard  toil,  unrelieved  by  proper  relaxation  and  uncheered  by  books. 
He  set  vigorously  to  work  to  better  these  conditions,  and  in  a short 
time  had  the  satisfaction  of  inspiring  other  individuals  to  do  likewise. 
Several  organizations  extended  the  work,  and  as  a natural  sequel  a 
public  system  was  developed  composed  of  the  various  counties,  each 
independently  organized,  but  all  under  the  supervision  of  the  State 
Library  Commission. 

The  next  legalized  system  of  travelling  libraries  was  in  New  Jer- 
sey, when,  in  1898,  the  club  women  prevailed  upon  the  Legislature 
to  grant  $1,500  for  that  purpose. 

In  1899  Delaware  provided  an  appropriation  to  aid  the  Woman’s 
Federation  of  Clubs  in  its  work  of  circulating  books  throughout  the 
State.  A commission  has  been  recently  appointed,  which  will  do 
much  to  advance  the  work. 

Through  the  unwearying  efforts  of  the  women’s  clubs,  Indiana 
joined  the  procession  in  1899,  with  an  appropriation  of  $3,000  for  the 
establishment  of  travelling  libraries,  and  $500  yearly  for  the  mainte- 
nance. 
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In  Kansas,  too,  the  women  were  largely  in  evidence  in  this  move- 
ment. With  them  there  were  deeds  first — deeds  in  the  shape  of  3,000 
books  and  34  cases  as  a nucleus — and  to  these  deeds  were  added 
words  unanswerable.  As  a consequence  the  Legislature  of  1899  ap- 
pointed a committee  and  granted  a suitable  appropriation. 

In  Maine  the  work  begun  by  the  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  re 
suited  in  a law  creating  a library  commission  and  authorizing  a 
yearly  expenditure  of  $1,000. 

Minnesota,  also,  signalized  the  year  of  1899  by  providing  for  a sys- 
tem of  travelling  libraries,  to  which  system  the  women’s  club  have 
lent  material  and  generous  aid. 

In  1899  Pennsylvania  established  a commission  and  two  years 
later  the  Legislature  was  induced  to  grant  $3,500  for  travelling  libra- 
ries. 

Another  evidence  of  the  potency  of  women’s  influence  was  afforded 
by  the  Legislature  of  Vermont,  when,  in  1900,  it  granted  their  peti- 
tion and  established  travelling  libraries. 

Nebraska  sends  the  same  message — the  women  undertook  the  work 
and  the  Legislature  came  to  the  rescue  with  a grant  of  $4,000. 

The  women  of  Idaho  donated  and  collected  15  cases  of  books,  which 
were  circulated  in  different  sections  of  the  state.  Application  for 
the  loan  of  the  books  were  far  in  excess  of  their  possibilities,  and,  for- 
tified by  such  facts,  the  women  boldly  approached  the  law  makers 
and  gained  their  point. 

In  1901  Washington  adopted  a system  of  travelling  libraries  and 
decreed  the  necessary  appropriation. 

The  movement  is  now  bearing  Southward;  at  its  last  session  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  passed  an  act  authorizing  the  Gov- 
ernor to  appoint  a library  commission,  and  appropriating  $2,000  for 
the  establishment  of  travelling  libraries  and  $1,000  annually  for  their 
support.  This  result  was  accomplished  chiefly  by  the  Federation  of 
Woman’s  Clubs. 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  a considerable  number  of  states  women’s 
clubs  have  been  instrumental  in  securing  legalized  systems  of  travel- 
ling libraries.  Indeed,  this  work  seems  to  have  commended  itself 
strongly  to  women  and  to  have  furnished  a congenial  achievement 
for  their  energy  and  plilanthropy.  In  a number  of  states  their  ap- 
peals to  the  Legislatures  have,  as  yet,  failed  to  secure  the  desired 
results;  but  they  regard  it  as  only  a hope  deferred,  and  are  con- 
tinuing the  pressure  with  the  unswerving  conviction  of  success.  In 
the  meantime  individual  clubs  and  federations  are  exerting  them- 
selves to  provide  reading  matter  for  country  sections  and  are  collect- 
ing statistics  to  prove  that  country  people  will  read  good  books  and 
are  anxious  to  have  them  to  read.  In  Georgia,  Alabama,  Texas,  Ten-

nessee,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Illinois,  Colorado,  Utah  and  Oregon 
club  women  are  circulating  travelling  libraries  and  are  trying  to  pave 
tbe  way  for  legalized  systems. 

The  number  of  books  in  a miscellaneous  travelling  library  ranges 
from  35  to  100.  They  are  selected  with  care  and  with  a view  of  pleas- 
ing the  tastes  of  a variety  of  readers.  They  embrace  history,  fiction, 
biography,  travel,  science,  sociology,  ethics,  art,  literature.  They 
are  ordinarily  sent  out  in  strong  wooden  cases,  provided  with  han- 
dles, doors  and  locks,  and  furnished  with  shelves,  so  that  when  not 
travelling  the  case  may  be  utilized  for  the  keeping  of  books  not  in 
circulation.  Communities  desiring  a library  are  usually  required  to 
provide  transportation  from  and  to  the  central  station,  to  secure  a 
suitable  librarian,  and  to  furnish  a guarantee  from  several  responsi- 
ble citizens  for  the  proper  care  and  safe  return  of  the  library.  Gen- 
erally these  conditions  have  been  gladly  met. 

Travelling  libraries  have  found  stations  in  all  sorts  of  places.  Very 
frequently  the  village  postmaster  becomes  librarian  and  circulates 
the  books.  Not  infrequently  the  library  finds  its  home  in  the  coun- 
try store,  where  it  is  gladly  welcomed  as  a means  of  attracting  cus- 
tom. Sometimes  the  busy  housekeeper  volunteers  to  take  charge  of 
it,  thereby  gaining  frequent  chats  with  her  neighbors  and  providing 
them  with  good  material  for  such  chats.  The  schoolhouse  is  a fav- 
orite station,  the  teachers,  as  a rule,  gladly  assuming  the  work  of  dis- 
tribution for  the  sake  of  securing  the  additional  advantages  for  her 
pupils.  We  read  of  a Wisconsin  milkman  who  was  librarian,  and 
who,  aloug  with  the  lacteal  fluid,  diffused  knowledge  among  his 
patrons. 

Everywhere  the  traveling  library  is  making  its  way.  It  is  carry- 
ing the  glad  message  of  knowledge  to  the  remotest  rural  districts, 
where  heretofore  men,  women  and  children  have  been  forced  to  sit 
in  the  shadow  of  intellectual  darkness.  It  is  a panacea  for  dreari- 
ness and  discontent;  it  elevates  conversation  and  refines  the  home; 
it  tends  to  prevent  anarchy  and  sedition;  it  converts  the  long,  lonely 
country  evenings  to  seasons  of  refreshment  and  enjoyment;  it  is  the 
handmaid  of  education;  it  is  the  auxiliary  of  missions;  it  is  destined 
to  become  one  of  the  greatest  evangelizing  agencies  of  the  time.

H.  JOSEPHINE  WIDENER  MEMORIAL. 

The  H.  Josephine  Widener  Memorial  was  the  former  residence  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  P.  A.  B.  Widener.  After  her  death,  when  Mr.  Widener 
removed  to  his  present  country  residence,  he  donated  this  building  to 
the  Free  Library  for  the  purposes  of  a branch  as  a memorial  of  his 
wife,  and  it  is  now  used  entirely  as  a Reference  Library.  In  it  is 
housed,  among  other  valuable  treasures,  a magnificent  collection  of 
incunabula  which  Mr.  Widener  kindly  purchased  from  Dr.  Copinger, 
tlhe  celebrated  incunabulist  and  author  of  the  editions  to  ‘‘Hains 
Reportorium.” 


CHESTNUT  HILL  FREE  LIBRARY. 

The  Chestnut  Hill  Branch  of  the  Free  Library  is  the  property  of  an 
old  association  known  as  the  Christian  Hall  Library.  The  associa- 
tion has  by  mutual  agreement  handed  over  the  entire  management 
of  the  old  library  and  constituted  itself  a branch  of  the  Free  Library 
witlh  the  result  that  the  usefulness  of  the  old  Christian  Hall  Library 
has  been  quadrupled.  This  is  a standing  proof  of  the  benefit  of 
amalgamating  small  old  libraries  and  creating  one  large  institution 
working  from  a centre  developing  its  work  through  branches  scat- 
tered throughout  the  city. 


FREE  LIBRARY  OF  PHILADELPHIA— CIRCULATING 

DEPARTMENT. 

The  picture  of  the  Circulating  Department  of  the  Free  Library 
shows  the  large  room  of  the  main  Library,  on  Chestnut  street.  In 
the  Free  Library  all  the  shelves  are  open  to  the  public,  who  make  use 
of  the  books  as  freely  as  persons  do  of  books*  in  their  own  homes, 
but,  of  course,  have  them  registered  when  they  are  taken  out  for 
home  use.  In  this  building  alone  639,585  volumes  were  distributed 
for  home  use  last  year  exclusive  of  the  circulation  of  the  fourteen 
branches.  The  room  is  wholly  inadequate  in  size  and  is  only  a tem- 
porary makeshift  until  the  new  Library  building  can  be  erected.

Kinsloe,  granddaughters  of  Elizabeth  Porter  Gemmill,  founder  of  the 
town  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1793.

THE  J.  HERMAN  BOSLER  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY— CARLISLE. 

Erected  by  the  widow  and  family  of  the  late  J.  Herman  Bosler,  of 
Carlisle,  and  by  them  presented  to  the  town  of  Carlisle.  Dedicated, 
January  31,  1900.  Hon.  E.  W.  Biddle,  President  Judge  of  the  Courts 
of  Cumberland  county,  presided  over  the  dedicatory  services,  which 
were  of  very  great  interest.  The  presentation  address  delivered  by 
Herman  E.  Bosler,  Esq.,  of  Baltimore,  son  of  the  deceased,  was  in 
substance  as  follows: 

“It  has  fallen  to  my  lot  to  present,  in  behalf  of  the  donors,  the  keys 
of  the  Library.  Before  handing  over  the  deed  I desire  to  state  that 
this  building  was  erected  for  the  purposes  of  a public  library,  as  my 
father  was  very  closely  identified  with  Carlisle  in  its  successes  and 
improvements.  I think  I can  say,  without  any  hesitation,  that  he 
was  a friend  to  all.  In  presenting  these  keys  and  the  deed  we,  the 
donors,  sincerely  trust  that  the  institution  will  be  a benefit  to  Car- 
lisle and  a source  of  interest  to  its  inhabitants.” 

“In  order  that  it  may  not  be  a burden  to  the  town,  I take  great 
pleasure  in  also  presenting  this  instrument  representing  tlhe  endow- 
ment (this,  as  stated  yesterday,  is  $20,000),  which  we  believe  is  suf- 
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ficient  to  pay  all  necessary  expenses.  I desire  at  this  time  to  thank 
all  kind  friends  for  gifts  to  the  library  and  to  state  that  their  names 
are  entered  in  its  records.” 

Addresses  were  also  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  Norcross,  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Carlisle,  and  by  Dr.  Geo.  Edward  Reed, 
President  of  Dickinson  College  and  State  Librarian.  The  library, 
handsomely  endowed  by  the  donors,  stands  as  a most  worthy  mem- 
orial of  a most  worthy  name.
